Parnell Thomas, who tried to ride 
b ack to Congress on a pro-McCar­ 
thy platform, tcx lay was overwhel­ 
mingly defeated in a Repub lican 
prim ary election in New Jersey’s 
7th District.

defeated 
Thomas, who was jailed in 1949 
for payroll padding and later par­ 
doned b y P r e s i d e n t Truman. 
Thomas had campaigned as a‘‘l,- 


0 0 0 per cent” supporter of Sen, 
Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis). 
Widnall, who practically ignored 
Thomas’ references to McCarthy 
during the campaign, led 17,935 
to 2,334 in unofficial returns from 
100 of 264 districts.

Cities Vo te On Bing o , Ra ffles 
Every municipality in the state 
held a special election on wheib er 
to permit the playing of b ingo and 
raffles. Both had b een legalized 
in last Novemb er’s general elec­ 
tion and today’s voting was to de­ 
termine whether the games could 
b e played locally. 
Both b ingo and raffles appeared 
to w'in so much support that the 
games will b ecome commonplace. 
The only other legal gamb ling in 
the state up to now was parimu­ 
tuel b etting at three race tracks 
and a trotting track.

He said it is tragic 
that the lives of tens of thousands 
should b e sacrificed b y the Com­ 
munists in an attem pt “to improve 
their b argaining power atGeneva.” 
Dulles served notice he would 
oppo.se an ex pected Russian move 
to turn the Geneva meeting on Far 
East issues into a Big Five meet­ 
ing on world prob lems.

NEW YORK, April 20 tiB—Chil­ 
dren in a typical American city 
average more than 13 hours a 
week watching 'TV—mostly variety 
shows and violence-packed west­ 
erns, a survey showed today. 
'The time involved is ab out half 
what 
a child ordinarily spends 
each week in school. 
A majority of parents, the re­ 
port said, are favorab ly impressed 
b y the television fare b eing pro­ 
vided for children. Some others 
are highly critical. 
The survey, made b y a commu­ 
nications research project of the

At issue was Maryland’s Uni­ 
form Reciprocal Enforcement of 
Support Act, which was modified 
by the 195£ General Assembly. Its 
terms have been adopted by 46 
states and four U. S. possessions 
to simplify claims and settlements 
in broken families when, for ex-j 
ample, a wife and children need­ 
ing support live in one state and 
the husband in another. 
The net result has been "to save 
millions of dollars which other­ 
wise must have been spent from 
public monies for the support of 
impecunious defendants,” the State 
laid. 
Lawyers for George Warren of 
Salisbury conceded "some merit" 
to this but added: 
"The basic 


rights of our citizens cannot be 
subjugated to expediency or con­ 
venience." 
Mrs. Beulah Warren of Phila­

filed 
for support 
under 
Pennsylvania’s reciprocal law last 
summer. Judge John A. Boyle of 
the Philadelphia Municipal Court 
signed an order asserting Warren 
owed his wife and the youngest 
two of his six children "a duty of 
support." He should be compelled 
to answer the complaint, the judge 
said. 


The Eastern Shore judges threw 
out the suit without giving their 
reasons.

Britoin' s Offer 
Goes Long Way 


Britain’s blueprint for cooperation with the pro­ 
jected European Defense Community is described as 
representing the limit she will go |n support of EDC 
when it comes into existence. But she seems ready to 
go a long way. 
To begin with, Britain has giv en strong assurances 
that her forces will be stationed on the continent as 
long as they are needed there to counter the Sov iet 
threat to the free world. And London will consult with 
EDC before mak ing significant changes in the British 
forces in Europe. 
Also, Britain has agreed to assign a minister to 
attend meetings of the EEXU Council of Ministers, and 
a permanent British representativ e will maintain day- 
to-day relaUons with the EDC Board of Commission­ 
ers, which Is designed to be the executiv e body of the 
defense community. Thus there will be close political 
cooperation and close cooperation in the decisions 
made to k eep EDC a going concern. 
Royal Air F\>rce units are to be included In the 
projected European air force, on request, and BritLsh 
tactical air formations now in Europe will be integrat­ 
ed with the European force in air groupv S of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. One of Britain’s armor­ 


ed div Lsions will be attached to the European army, as 
part of an EDC corps, and though British troops' will 
not wear European army uniforms, they will be under 
EDC command. 
Britain Is ready for a v ery substantial degree of 
cooperation with EDC for as long a period as the se­ 
curity of western Europe requires it. The offer should 
help the Lanlel gov ernment In its efforts to get French 
ratification for th^ treaty. Certainly Britain’s forces 
will serv e to balance the German div isions that the 
French fear.

On* think s of the American farmer as the most 
indiv idualistic of indiv iduals, the back bone of conserv atism 
' in this country.

American farmer has become as highly organized as labor, 
l.s represented by a number of huge organization.s which 
differ in principle and which quarrel with e« eh other, each 
seek ing to establish a particular position in Congress. 
The principal quarrel at this moment is ov er price 
supports, whether they should be rigid or flexible.

The largest farm organization is the Grange, estab- 
iKshed in 1867, now hav ing more than 8,000 local organiza­ 
tions which include 850,000 members. 
The Grange is 
organized in 37 states. It has been generally for flexible 
price supports, but has somewhat weak ened recently and 
tends to fav or the two-price system on wheat. 
The American Farm Bureau Federation was organized 
in 1919 and now has 1,591,777 members. 
They are 
organized in 48 states. This is probably the most influen­ 
tial politically of the farm groups. 
Most of the state 
groups are in fav or of flexible price supports; 12 states 
are opposed to the flexible price supports. The national 
organization is in fav or of Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson’s farm program. 
The National Farmers Union was organized In 1902 
and claims a membership of about 235.000. It used to be 
strongest in the one-crop areas, such as the Dak otas, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, but is now growing rapidly in 
such states as Ok lahoma, Ark ansas and some others.

a nd fo rmed cla ss o rg a nisa tio ns a nd po litica l mo v e­ 
ments. They fo unded the Gra ng e which ha d a s Its 
principa l o bjectiv e the destructio n o f mo no po ly . They 
fo rmed the Greenba ck Mo v ement to chea pen the cur­ 
rency a nd thus increa se the v a lue o f their pro ducts. 
They fo rmed the Silv er Mo v ement fo r the sa me rea so n, 
a nd they united In the Po pulist pa rty to elect men to 
redress their g riev a nces a nd ena ct la ws to ca rry o ut 
their dema nds. 


“But all of these protest groups fell by the way­ 
side . . . " 
There are a number of other farm organizations such 
as the National Council of Farmers Cooperativ es and 
many special commodity groups. All farm organizations 
fav or some type of price support, rigid or flexible. There 
is inadequate coordination ev en when they agree on a 
program. The Farmers Union often cooperates with the 
CIO on farmer-labor concepts.

For instance, he told about the 
difficulty of getting along with 
Army Vs. McCarthy Becoming Frankenstein Monster 


WASHINGTON—Sev eral of the 
members of the United States Sen­ 
ate are slowly awak ening to the 
fact that they hav e created a 
Frank enstein monster in what they 
are doing in the case of the dispute 
between the civ ilian officials of 
the Army and the junior senator 
from Wiscon.sin, Joseph R. McCar­ 
thy, Republican. 
For, any time in the future a de­ 
partment or agent of the executiv e 
branch of the gov ernment wishes 
to restrain a senator who refuses to 
do its bidding, it can dig out of its 
files some letter or communication 
and proclaim that the request was 
“improper”—as it has done in the 
case of McCarthy v ersus the office 
of the legal counsel of the Army. 
It can publicize the charges, and 
the Senate, to be consistent with 
the precedent it now is establish­ 
ing, must then immediately ask a 
committee to inv estigate and the 
senator accused must temporarily 
step out of his position on the com­ 
mittee and perhaps lose his right 
to cross-examine witnesses. This 
immediately subjects him to a 
curtailment of his rights as a 
United States senator. But this can 
be legalized because the Senate 
itself may, by a two-thirds v ote, 
expel a senator. Hence, to tak e him 
off a committee and deny him the 
right to face his accusers could be 
construed as impHcity within the 
rules of the Senate. 
Vulnera ble To AUa ck 
Up to now Congress has had the 
thing all to itself. It can pass laws 
forbidding executiv e officials from 
l ob b yi n g or using “improper 
means’* to influence Congress. It 
can impeach anyone to the judicial 
and Executiv e branches of the gov ­ 
ernment, Such is the power the 
people gav e Congress under the 
Constitution. 
But now, without benefit of con­ 
stitutional amendment, a way has 
been dev ised whereby in the future 
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a majority party with a narrow 
margin of one v ote can get another 
v ote or two if charges can be 
brought which in the eyes of the 
people will discredit a senator. 
Many senators are v ulnerable to 
attack because some of them own 
large holdings of stock s and bonds 
in companies with defense con­ 
tracts. Charles E. Wilson was for­ 
ced to sell his holdings before he 
could be confirmed as secretary of 
defense, and public opinion would 
probably demand that senators do 
lik ewise if the issue were ev er 
pressed in a specific case. Also 
senators hav e been k nown in the 
past to v ote on pending bills which 
directly or indirectly could affect 


the v alue of the inv estments they 
hold. Unlik e judges, they do not 
uniformly 
disqualify 
themselv es 
from v oting. 
Then there is the matter of out­ 
side income receiv ed by members 
of Congress. Sev eral members con­ 
tinue to get fees from their law 
firms. Some accept fees for public 
speak ing from organizations which 
hav e legislation pending in Con­ 
gress. It would seem logical, after 
the McCarthy case is ov er, that 
efforts may be made to force all 
these cases into the open and then 
depriv e senators from participating 
in the trial of their own cases.

Again on April 12, it was report­ 
ed: “How near the United States 
has been to full-scale interv ention, 
ev en war in Indochina, was em­ 
phasized at a secret meeting be­ 
tween Secretary of State Dulles 
and Adm. Arthur Radford with 
top congressional leaders of both 
political parties. They proposed two 
mov es which started Republican 
congressmen as much as Demo­ 
crats . . .

Second, a joint resolution by Con­ 
gress giv ing the President blank et 
authority to do anything he deem­ 
ed adv isable . . .”

Cobalt Bomb, X-Ray May Be Used Against Trichinosis 


The cobalt bomb or the X-ray 
machine may be used in pack ing 
houses in the future to help solv e 
the problem of one of our most 
common parasitic diseases, tri­ 
chinosis. Studies conducted along 
this line indicate that large doses 
of X-ray and cobalt-60 gamma rays 
are capable of k illing the causativ e 
worms. When a large piece of pork 
is irrradiated with smaller doses 
the inv aders are made sterile 
rather than k illed, which break s 
the life cycle of the trichinae. 
Trichinosis is acquired from eat­ 
ing insufficiently couk ed contam­ 
inated pork . Parasites are curled 
up (encysted) within the muscle 
cells of the hogs. When the pork 
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is ingested, the protectiv e coat of 
the cyst is dissolv ed and the larv a 
emerges into the small intestine to 
become an adult worm. The para­ 
sites set up housek eeping and in 
sev en days to two week s, the off­ 
spring hatch and burrow through 
the intestinal wall. 
During Uiis 
period, the v ictim may dev elop 
nausea, v omiting, abdominal pain, 
or diarrhea, depending up<m the 
number of parasites tak ing part in 
the migration. 


The worms find their way ulti­ 
mately into the blood stream and 
are carried to their permanent

In laboratory experiments, large 
slabs of contaminated pork hav e 
been subjected to the atomic rays 
of cobalt-60. 
When the meat is 
fed to rats, only a small percents 
age dev elop trichinosis whereas 
IOC per cent became ill with un­ 
treated meat. 
Much more work 
is needed before these tests can 
be applied to man. 
Meanwhile, 
the control of trichinosis still cen­ 
ters about garbage, hogs, and 
pork . 


If garbage fed to hogs contains 
bits of infected pork , trichinosis 
dev elops. 
Many states hav e laws 
against this practice or require 
that garbage be heated to 212 
degrees F. for 30 minutes before 
use as hog feed. 
We place our 
chief reliance upon thorough cook ­ 
ing by the housewife, curing pork , 
or subjecting it to freezing tempe­ 
ratures. 
Worms are k illed when 
the meat is frozen rapidly to—35 
degrees C. or by an initial rapid 
lowering of temperature to — 18 
degrees C., and k ept at this lev el 
for three days.

NEW YORK (INS) — Do you 
hav e a feeling that we are being 
conditioned for participation in the 
war in IndoChina? 
A few week s ago the v ery sug­ 
gestion of sucdi participation, if 
made by someone in authority, 
might hav e brought demands from 
all sides that the man be remov ed 
from office as 
a dangerous inter­ 
v entionist. Now, though it is still 
an alarming thought to families 
with close ones in uniform, it is 
no longer a preposterous sugges­ 
tion. 
The way has been pav ed, actual­ 
ly. The pav ing began the day we 
began paying for the French side 
of that war between France and 
Communist-supplied nativ es who 
may hav e started fighting for in­ 
dependence but now are fighting 
for independence from France but 
subserv ience 
to 
Russia. 
Since 
then. Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles has called for 
a Pacific 
v ersion of NATO, has flown to 
London and Paris to bolster our 
reluctant (so far as IndoChina Is 
concerned) allies. 
And on top of 
that. Vice President Nixon, on 
whom the President places great 
trust, has said that there is a 
possibility we’ll throw our weight 
in there. 
The v ice president is not a man 
to go off half-cock ed. 
When the Korean War began, 
our participation consisted of two 
rifle companies flown ov er from 
the easy life of occupied Japan. 
The Truman administration would 
not permit this to be called 
a war 
inv olv ing Americans. 
It was a 
police action, believ ed at first to 
be not unlik e a sk irmish between 
MP’s and AWOL’s. 
But as it turned out the police 
action 
lasted 
longer 
than our 
bloody tour of duty in World War i. 
cost more in dollars, and resulted 
in an unk nown number of Ameri­ 
can casualties — the figure usually 
giv en being about 1 50,000. With 
the possible exception of the War 
of 1812. it turned out to be the only 
war we didn’t win. 
It produced 
the greatest retreat in the history 
of U. S. arms. It saw the firing of 
Douglas MacArthur. 
Asiatic and 
Communist torture methods intro­ 
duced in this war brok e brav e men 
and made them into tools for ene­ 
my propaganda. 
The courtsmar- 
tial of those men and v erdicts ren­ 
dered therein will affect the atti­ 
tude of U. S, serv icemen for gener­ 
ations to come. 
The inv estment of two rifle com­ 
panies in an obscure battle in an 


obscure land truly snow-balled. 
Whether we labeled it bluntly or 
smeared the price tag, the fact 
remained that this country said— 
in effect — “ Russia, and stooges 
thereof, hereafter you 
adv ance 
only ov er our dead bodies." 
What is our stak e in IndoChina 
as compared to Korea? 
We in­ 
herited 
jurisdiction ov er 
South 
Korea after World War 
II. After 
three or four years the Truman ad­ 
ministration felt It had put the 
country back on its feet as an 
independent power and. acceding 
to loud demands that the boys be 
brought home, pulled out and ex­ 
pressed doubts that that part of 
the world meant anything to us. 
Into the v acuum thus created mov ­ 
ed the Reds. 
When we fought 
there we fought for something that 
was peculiarly our own. 
o r, at 
least, had been. 
This country was not nearly as 
intimate with the trouble in Indo­ 
China. which began about four 
years before the Korean War. But 
by now not only is our inv estment 
tremendous but we are on record 
as ready to go to war in behalf of 
all oppressed friends. In this case, 
France is oppressed and France 
is our friend. 
We hav e about 500 men in Indo­ 
china. 
As of this date, none has 
met with harm. The French guard 
most of them v ery well. 
Those 
Americans who fly the “Boxcars’* 
meet with no enemy aircraft or 
gunfire from below. At least one 
member of Congress has suggested 
that these men will not be brought 
home when their time runs out. 
and nobody in the administration 
has called for the congressman’s 
impeachment. 
Ther# 
is 
pretty 
good reason to believ e that troops 
in this country are now undergoing 
training which might indicate pre­ 
paration for war in that part of 
the world and against that type of 
opposition. 
If we do fight in Indochma we 
will hav e the difficult task of ex­ 
plaining to the Indochinese that 
we are not fighting to maintain 
French imperialism, and not fight­ 
ing 
the old 
white man's 
war 
against the Asiatics. 
It will be 
our difficult job to explain that 
if we do not fight there against 
fellow Indochinese, who fight for 
independence from France, worse 
white men — from the Kremlin — 
will be the rulers of that cov eted 
part of the world.

The Farm Problem

The largest farm organization is the Grange, estab­ 
lished in 1867, now having more than 8,000 local organiza­ 
tions which include 850.000 m em bers. 
The Grange is 
organized in 37 states. It has been generally for flexible 
price supports, but hag somewhat weakened recently and 
tends to favor the two-price system on wheat. 
The American Farm Bureau Federation was organized 
in 1919 and now has 1,591,777 m em bers. 
They are 
organized in 48 states. This is probably the most influen­ 
tial politically of the farm groups. 
Most of the state 
groups are in favor of flexible price supports; 12 states 
are opposed to the flexible price supports. The national 
organization is in favor of Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson's farm program . 
The National F arm ers Union was organized in 1902 
and claim s a m em bership of about 235,000. It used to be 
strongest in the one-crop areas, such as the Dakotas, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, but is now growing rapidly in 
such states as Oklahoma, Arkansas and some others. 


The Farmers Union is for government guarantees 
of 1041 per cent of parity on all farm products. They 
claim credit for the present farm policy and oppose 
Secretary Benson, who la trying to change it. 
It la 
Interesting to note 
that the 
Farmers 
Union 
has 
absorbed 
several 
important 
personaiUiea 
of 
the 
Truman administration, such as former Secretary of 
Agriculture Charles Brannan, protagonist of the Bran- 
nan Plan, who is now its counsel, and Leon Keyserling, 
former chairman of President Truman’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, who is a special assistant to 
President James Patton. 


The literature of the F arm ers Union differs from the 
other organizations because it would seem to be a con­ 
tinuation of the 19th Century Populist movement. In it« 
official history, describing the exploitation of the farm ers 
by the “robber barons” and the railroads, they say: 


“As a result of this situation, the farmers united 
and formed class organizations and political move­ 
ments. 
They founded the Grange which had as its 
principal objective the destruction of monopoly. They 
formed the Greenback Movement to cheapen the cur­ 
rency and thus increase the value of their products. 
They formed the Silver Movement for the same reason, 
and they united in the Populist party to elect men to 
redress their grievances and enact laws to carry out 
their demands. 


“ But all of these protest groups fell by the way-. 
fide . . 
There are a num ber of other farm organizations such 
as the National Council of F arm ers Cooperatives and 
m any special commodity groups. All farm organizations 
favor some type of price support, rigid or flexible. There , 
Is inadequate coordination even when they agree on a 
program . The Farm ers Union often cooperates with the 
CIO on farm er-labor concepts.

Army Vs. McCarthy Becoming Frankenstein Monster 


WASHINGTON—Several of the 
m em bers of the United States Sen­ 
ate are slowly awakening to the 
fact that they have created 
a 
Frankenstein m onster in what they 
are doing in the case of the dispute 
between the civilian officials of 
the Army and the junior senator 
from Wisconsin, Joseph R. McCar­ 
thy, Republican. 
For, any tim e in the future a de­ 
partm ent or agent of the executive 
branch of the governm ent wishes 
to restrain a senator who refuses to 
do its bidding, it can dig out of its 
files some letter or com munication 
and proclaim that the request was 
“ im proper”—as it has done in the 
case of M cCarthy versus the office 
of the legal counsel of the Army. 
It can publicize the charges, and 
the Senate, to be consistent with 
the precedent it now is establish­ 
ing, m ust then im m ediately ask a 
com m ittee to investigate and the 
senator accused m ust tem porarily 
step out of his position on tile com­ 
m ittee and perhaps lose his right 
to cross-exam ine witnesses. This 
im m ediately 
subjects him to a 
curtailm ent of his rights as a 
United States senator. But this can 
be legalized because the Senate 
itself m ay, by a two-thirds vote, 
expel a senator. Hence, to take him 
off a com m ittee and deny him the 
right to face his accusers could be 
construed as implicity within the 
rules of the Senate. 


Vulnerable To Attack 


Up to now Congress has had the 
thing all to itself. It can pass laws 
forbidding executive officials from 
l o b b y i n g or jsing “ im proper 
m eans” to influence Congress. It 
can impeach anyone to the judicial 
and Executive branches of the gov­ 
ernm ent. Such is the power the 
people gave Congress under the 
Constitution. 
But now, without benefit of con­ 
stitutional am endm ent, a way has 
been devised whereby in the future

a m ajority party with a narrow 
m argin of one vote can get another 
vote or two if charges can be 
brought which in the eyes of the 
people will discredit a senator. 
Many senators are vulnerable to 
attack because some of them own 
large holdings of stocks and bonds 
in com panies with defense con­ 
tracts. Charles E. Wilson was for­ 
ced to sell his holdings before he 
could be confirmed as secretary of 
defense, and public opinion would 
probably dem and that senators do 
likewise if the issue were ever 
pressed in a specific case.

Cobalt Bomb, X-Ray May Be Used Against Trichinosis 


The cobalt bomb or the X-ray 
m achine m ay be used in packing 
houses in the future to help solve 
the problem of one of our m ost 
common 
parasitic 
diseases, 
tri­ 
chinosis. 
Studies conducted along 
this line indicate that large doses 
of X-ray and cobalt-60 gam m a rays 
are capable of killing the causative 
worms. When a large piece of pork 
is irrradiated with sm aller doses 
the 
invaders 
are 
m ade 
sterile 
rather than killed, which breaks 
the life cycle of the trichinae. 
Trichinosis is acquired from eat­ 
ing insufficiently cooked contam ­ 
inated pork. 
Parasites are curled 
up (encysted) within the muscle 
cells of the hogs. 
When the pork

is ingested, the protective coat of 
the cyst is dissolved and the larva 
em erges into the sm all intestine to 
become an adult worm. The p ara­ 
sites set up housekeeping and in 
seven days to two weeks, the off­ 
spring hatch and burrow through 
the intestinal wall. 
During this 
period, the victim m ay develop 
nausea, vomiting, abdom inal pain, 
or diarrhea, depending upon the 
num ber of parasites taking part in 
the m igration.

Much more work 
is needed before these tests can 
be applied to m an. 
Meanwhile, 
the control of trichinosis still cen­ 
ters 
about garbage, 
hogs, 
and 
pork. 


If garbage fed to hogs contains 
bits of infected pork, trichinosis 
develops. 
Many states have laws 
against this practice or require 
that garbage be heated to 212 
degrees F. for 30 minutes before 
use as hog feed. 
We place our 
chief reliance upon thorough cook­ 
ing by the housewife, curing pork, 
or subjecting it to freezing tem pe­ 
ratures. 
Worms are killed when 
the m eat is frozen rapidly to—35 
degrees C. or by an initial rapid 
lowering of tem perature to — 18 
degrees C., and kept at this level 
for three days.

It would be m ore expedient to 
com prom ise by giving Red China a 
seat on the U.N., but we m ust ad­ 
here to principle . . . The adm in­ 
istration has a duty to the higher 
interests of the nation, even if un­ 
popular . . . It is necessary to take 
definite action despite handicaps. 
. . . American policy cannot be 
bogged down by uninformed public 
opinion on one hand or reluctant 
allies on the other . . . We m ay 
have to go it alone in Indochina 
even though unpopular. We m ust 
hold the line at any cost regardless 
of political repercussions. 
No Trial Balloon 
Some editors figured the Nixon 
fireside chat was a m ere trial 
balloon sent up by the adm inistra­ 
tion’s No. 2 m an, so that Eisen­ 
hower. himself, if necessary, could 
deny it later. This w riter deduces 
differently for the following rea­ 
sons: 
A. 
Ike has repeatedly, deliber­ 
ately relied on Nixon to speak for 
him, no later than the reply to 
Adlai Stevenson. He has also let 
Nixon carry the ball as negotiator 
with Joe McCarthy, as the pacifier 
on Capitol Hill, and as the all­ 
round political handym an of the 
adm inistration. 
This began partly because Ike

B. 
The plan to stand fifm in 
Indochina, with U. S. forces if 
necessary, was draw n by the N at­ 
ional Security Council to which 
now delegates m ajor decisions on 
foreign policy. Its Indochinese de­ 
cision has now become the hard- 
and-fixed policy of the Eisenhower 
adm inistration. 
As reported by this column April 
8. eight days before the Nixon 
speech: 
“ The current education 
cam paign to prepare tbe American 
people for w ar in Indochina was 
preceded by a special study by 
the National Security Council . . . 
The sending of ground troops has 
been under discussion. They would 
replace 
F r e n c h 
m etropolitan 
troops, thus relieving the political 
furor in Paris where it’s dem anded 
that French troops come home . . . 
U. S. adm irals propose sending 
two or more airplane carriers.”

Close To War 
Again on April 6. ten days before 
the Nixon speech, this column re­ 
ported:

adm inistration becom es m ilitarily 
involved In the jungles of Indo­ 
china.” 
Again on April 12, it was report­ 
ed: “ How near the United States 
has been to full-scale intervention, 
even war in Indochina, was em ­ 
phasized at a secret m eeting be­ 
tween Secretary of State Dulles 
and Adm. A rthur Radford with 
top congressional leaders of both 
political parties. They proposed two 
moves which started Republican 
congressmen as m uch as Demo­ 
crats . . . Send airplane carriers 
from the Philippines; also long- 
range bombers based on M anila... 
Second, a joint resolution by Con­ 
gress giving the President blanket 
authority to do anything he deem ­ 
ed advisable . . .”

Intervention In Indochina

NEW YORK (INS) — Do you 
have a feeling that we are being 
conditioned for participation in the 
Tsar in Indochina? 
A few weeks ago the very sug­ 
gestion of such participation, if 
m ade by someone in authority, 
m ight have brought dem ands from 
all sides that the m an be rem oved 
from office as a dangerous inter­ 
ventionist. 
Now, though it is still 
an alarm ing thought to fam ilies 
with close ones in uniform , it is 
no longer a preposterous sugges­ 
tion. 
The way has been paved, actual­ 
ly. 
The paving began the day we 
began paying for the French side 
of that war between France and 
Communist-supplied 
natives 
who 
may have started fighting for in­ 
dependence but now are fighting 
for independence from F rance but 
subservience 
to 
Russia. 
Since 
then. Secretary of State John Fos­ 
ter Dulles has called for a Pacific 
version of NATO, has flown to 
London and P aris to bolster our 
reluctant (so far as Indochina is 
concerned) allies. 
And on top of 
that, 
Vice 
President Nixon, 
on 
whom the President places great 
trust, has said that there is a 
possibility we’ll throw our weight 
In there. 
The vice president is not a man 
to go off half-cocked. 
When the Korean W ar began, 
our participation consisted of two 
rifle com panies flown over from 
the easy life of occupied Japan. 
The Trum an adm inistration would 
not perm it this to be called a war 
involving Americans. 
It was a 
police action, believed at first to 
be not unlike a skirm ish between 
M P’s and AWOL’s. 
But as it turned out the police 
action 
lasted 
longer 
than 
our 
bloody tour of duty in World War 4, 
cost m ore in dollars, and resulted 
in an unknown num ber of Ameri­ 
can casualties — the figure usually 
given being about 150,000. 
With 
the possible exception of the War 
of 1812. it turned out to be the only 
war we didn t win. 
It produced 
the greatest retreat in the history 
of U. S. arm s. It saw the firing of 
Douglas M acArthur. 
Asiatic and 
Communist torture methods intro­ 
duced in this war broke brave men 
and m ade them into tools for ene­ 
my propaganda. 
The courtsm ar- 
tial of those men and verdicts ren­ 
dered therein will affect the atti­ 
tude of U. S. servicem en for gener­ 
ations to come. 
The investm ent of two rifle com­ 
panies in an obscure battle in an 


obscure 
land 
truly 
snow-balled 
W hether we labeled it bluntly or 
sm eared the price tag. the fact 
rem ained that this country said— 
in effect — “ Russia, and stooges 
thereof, 
hereafter 
you 
advance 
only over our dead bodfes.” 
What is our stake in Indochina 
as com pared to Korea? 
We in­ 
herited 
jurisdiction 
over 
South 
Korea after World W ar II. 
After 
three or four years the Trum an ad­ 
m inistration felt It had put the 
country back on its feet as an 
independent power and. acceding 
to loud dem ands that the boys be 
brought home, pulled out and ex­ 
pressed doubts that that p art of 
the world m eant anything to us. 
Into the vacuum thus created mov­ 
ed the Reds. 
When we fought 
there we fought for something that 
was peculiarly our own, or, at 
least, had been. 
This country was not nearly a t 
intim ate with the trouble in ludo- 
China, 
which 
began 
about four 
years before the Korean War. But 
by now not only is our investment 
trem endous but we are on record 
as ready to go to w ar in behalf of 
all oppressed friends. In this case. 
France is oppressed and France 
is our friend. 
We have about 500 men in Indo­ 
china. 
As of this date, none has 
m et with harm . The French guard 
m ost of them very well. 
Those
